The president said in a formal 


statement that '_these amendments 
to the act represent another tre- 
mendous step forward in providing 
greater security for the people ol 
this country." 


"This is especially true," he add- 


ed, *'jn case of the federal old 
insurance system which has now 
been converted into a system of old 
age and survivors' insurance pro- 
viding lifetime family security in- 
stead of only individual old age se- 
curity to the workers in insured 
occupations." 


"In addition to the worker him- 


self, millions of widows and or- 
phans will now be afforded some 
degree of protection in the event 
of his death whether before or aft- 
er his retirement" 


The president said the size of 


benefits to be paid during the early 
years would be "far more adequate 
than under the present law." 


To Continue Study 


He said he was glad that unem- 


ployment insurance benefits had 
' been extended to cover workers in 


some occupations previously "uncov- 
ered. 


"However," he asserted, "workers

cluded. In my opinion, it is impera- 
tive that these insurance benefits be 
extended to -workers in all occupa- 
tions."

tamount to omitting a man like 
Winston Churchill from a British 
war cabinet in the event of war 
abroad. Mr. Baruch's experience 
runs into the ramified details of a 
complex industrial war mobiliza- 
tion and no man alive today made 
a more intensive study of xvhat has 
to be done with the business and 
economic mechanism in war time. 


Those of us who were in Washing- 


ton in war time and saw the numer- 
ous mistakes and errors made be- 
fore President Wilson suddenly put 
Mr. Baruch in charge recall how im- 
portant it was to America's war 
machine to get industry and the 
army and navy and air forces ef- 
ficiently coordinated.

THE PUBLIC AND LABOR DISPUTES 


No serious strike is launched in Amer- 


ica without great interest upon the part 
of the public. 
The question is spontan- 


eously asked: What are the issues, what 
is it all about? 


There is nothing more annoying with 


the present situation of our laws in this 
country than the fact that the public can- 
not get a fair, nor even an approximate, 
answer to their questions in most in- 
stances. 


Sometimes the statements sent out by 


both workers and 
employers bring to 


mind the recent conflicting reports issued 
after the Japs and Russians had come to 
grips along the Mongol border. The Japs 
would, say they were brutally attacked 
but repulsed the attackers with terrific 
losses. 
The Russians issued practically 


an identical report in which they accepted 
the role of innocence routing the tricky 
Japs. 


No longer in America is the length of 


the working week a serious obstacle to 
the settlement of industrial controversies. 
Most often, it has appeared to us. these 
conflicts have been instituted by attempts 
upon the part of rival unions to take 
over the rights to represent labor in cer- 
tain fields. 
But the public has shown 


so much irritation at this wholly unnec- 
essary sort of controversy that many labor 
leaders have quit assigning 'this fact as 
the cause of the trouble and substituted 
a rather shelf-worn charge against the 
employers to the effect that there is a dis- 
pute over bargaining rights with the im- 
plication that the employer who is unable 
to find out with whom he may lawfully 
bargain is nevertheless a stubborn mule 
because he doesn't know that fact. 


No labor law will be complete -without 


assigning the public its part as a full 
fledged member of the dispute. This can 
only be accomplished by preventing open 
eruption until .conferences with a non- 
partisan body have revealed the sub- 
stance of the controversy. 


The Wagner Act made not a single 


effort to obtain from the parties a def- 
inition of their disputes, a statement of 
their quarrel. The Labor Board has seem- 
ingly gone into retirement at any effort 
to obtain a distinct understanding of the 
controversy. 


It should be evident to even our hur- 


rying, scurrying population that men of 
the Lewis type would be a great disad- 
vantage if the Wagner Act were to pre- 
vent strikes until a non-partisan body in- 
tercede' sufficiently to make a cold ap- 
praisal of the situation for the public. 


And so upon Mr. Lewis and his asso- 


ciates and the weak men in congress who 
retired before his deep throated assaults 
should laoor now place the responsibil- 
ity for the ruinous laws that dot the var- 
ious states in the effort to heal the rough 
spots in the Wagner Act, some of which 
have hurt labor unjustly.

NEW ZEALAND'S EFFORT TO CONTROL 


FOREIGN TRADE 


w^Jfi?8 ?altol of the New ZeaJand supreme 
court h,, brought relief to business wen there 


by ruling that the trade control plan put into 
effect last December by the labor government 
is invalid. The plan, a part of the Dominion's 
"New Deal," sought to prohibit all imports and 
exports except by license, with certain exemp- 
tions in the discretion of the finance minister. 
Its object was to prevent unfavorable trade 
balances. Imports of hardware from the United 
States were thus to be cut 66 per cent and metal 
goods 79 per cent The Dominion merchants 
fought the plan from the start and applied to 
the supreme court for a decision on an action 
taken by a firm of importers which sought de- 
livery from the customs department of goods 
that were held up pending the granting of an 
import license to the firm. Justice Callan ruled 
that the government had exceeded its powers 
in creating the system, holding that while an 
order in council empowered the governor-gen- 
eral to choose the fields in which he might leg- 
islate by regulation, he could not hand over to 
another the task of regulation. 


The ruling will also please Canadians, for the 


system affected a trade valued at nearly $20,- 
000,000 a year, of which about two-thirds is 
made up exports from Canada to New Zea- 
land. Canada's trade with New Zealand has 
increased rapidly in the last five years, with 
the balance considerably in Canada's favor. 
Several conferences have been held between 
trade officials of the two Dominions seeking to 
bring about a more even balance. 


The New Zealand Prune Minister, Michael J. 


Savage, still hopes to find means to make the 
trade policy operative and has announced that 
amendments to the law would be prepared by 
his government—New York Sun.

Braces, 


corsets or other mechanical sup- 
ports or props should never be 
used except under medical super- 
vision. 


Nutritional deficiency, not lack 


of sufficient nourishment, is prob- 
ably the most common fundamental 
factor of spinal curvature.

We had a small board on which 
to place the jlck in sand. We had a 
roll of old gunny sacks, to put un- 
der the wheels if we got stuck. We 
had two cans of sardines and a 
box of crackers, just in case. 


We had a .22 rifle and a German 


Luger revolver. These were just for 
lun, and not because we thought 
•we'd need them. We wore overalls 
and heavy shoes. 


This sounds like a lot, yet we got 
it all in the baggage compartment, 
and didn't have a thing strapped on 
or hanging outside the car. 


Now the desert trip is over. Of all 
this paraphernalia, we had no need 
for anything except the two cans of 
•water, the funnel and the tin cup. 


We never even saw a snake. We 
never saw anything to shoot at ex- 
cept some prairie dogs. We didn't 
eat our sardines and the fan belt 
didn't break. 


Yet if I were making this trip 


again, T wouldn't eliminate a single 
thing. For it is entirely possible to 
need all these things in the desert, 
and when you need them you need 
them bad. 


Water, Tires Important 


Most important of all, I would say 


are water, good tires, a shovel and 
a tire pump. 


We never did get stuck in the 


sand, but we came close to it a num- 
ber of times. Twice we had to stop 
and. let^the radiator boil, and each 
time it took about a gallon of wa- 
ter. 


Our thermos jug was indispen- 
sable. Nearly every day we carried 
our lunch, fixed for us at wherever 
we stayed the night before. 


•*• These dirt roads through the Nav- 
w *jo reservatibn are not what you 


would go out on for a Sunday af- 
ternoon's spin. Yet they are not as 
bad as we expected. 


The worst part was the 10 miles 


between Bluff and Comb Warh, in 
Utah. As they term it in Bluff, the 
road is "slow." My term for it would 
be—"it stinks." 


.You're in second or low 
fear 


much- of the time. You're driving 
across acres of solid sheet rock. 
You're through sand to the hubs. 
You're all the time so up-and-down- 
ish you can hardly sit in the car. 
Sometimes the steering wheel is 
jerked out of your hand. 


And when you finally make the 


summit of Comb Ridge, and swing 
around a hairpin turn, you are sud- 
denly and surprisingly confronted 
with the steepest down-grade I've 
even been on. 


They call it Navajo HilL It is just 


wide enough for one car. The thing 
gave me a terrific start I threw in- 
to second gear, and then into low, 
and used both brakes. 


I don't see how some of these old 
cars ever get up it, going the other 
way. 


They differ locally on just how 
steep it is. After we were down in 
the valley we stopped and looked 
! back, and tried to judge. We fig- 
' ured at least 25 degrees. 
But the 


boys around Mexican Hat say it is 
32 degrees. 


Main Worry Is Sand 


We laughed many times at what 
appears to be a road rivalry be- 
tween Utah and Arizona. 
Every 


single person we met in Utah would 
say exactly this: 


"The roads are all right till you 
hit Arizona, and then they're pretty 
bad." 


And the truth is that nowhere on 


the Arizona side did we find as bad 
as in Utah. 


The main worry,- all along, 
is 


about getting stuck in the sand. If 
you do, above everything.don't sit 
there and spin your wheels. You'll 
just get stuck deeper. 


Get out, shovel a channel ahead of 


your wheels, gather some sage brush 
and make a carpet of it in the chan- 
nel, let the air out of your tires 
down to about 15 pounds, be sure 
that your front wheels are headed 
straight, and then get in and drive 
out 


Most new 'cars today 
aren't 


equipped • with tire pumps. But you 
should carry a pump in the desert, 
to pump up your tires if you do 
have to let the air out of them. 


The best months for a trip through 


this country are June and Septem- 
ber and October. The rains come in 
July and August 
You can get 


through during the rainy season if 
you know your stuff. But if you're 
a novice in this country, as I am, it's

From the. Spanish moss, light, 


hairlike seed come forth. The wind 
picks them up and carries them far 
and wide. Sooner or later they come 
to rest, very likely oa the branch of 
a tree. 


If the seeds fall on the ground, 


they dp not sprout in the soil. They 
are "air plants," and need a resting 
place above the ground. 


Spanish moss is common in many 


southern parts of the United States. 
Often it is draped about the trees of 
an entire woods, making the woods 
seem like a fairyland. 


Spanish moss does not take its 


food from the tree on which it rests. 
It has leaves of a sort, and they 
make their own food. 
The plants 


can grow only where there is a 
warm climate, and a good supply of 
rain.

stuffed, in this way is not very 
good, but it can be sold cheaply. 


In the temperate zone, the pret- 


ty flowering plants known as or- 
chids take root in the soil, but in hot 
damp parts of the tropics they often 
follow a history very much like 
Spanish moss. In other words, they 
are "air-fed," and need no food from 
the soil They grow on the branches 
and trunks of trees, also .on rocks.

To run elaborate pictures of the 


factory or its president, further 
bears out this wrong emphasis. 


You readers are familiar with 


one of the breakfast foods which 
has long suffered under this delu- 
sion of grandeur and has carried 
views of the home factory on all 
its cartons. 


New Psychology Of Selling- 


Then a few years ago a rival 


company' came along and instead of 
mirroring its buildings, it ran col- 
ored pictures of 
circus 
animals 


which the children cut out and 
use in their play. 


Retail 
grocers 
couldn't 
keep 


their shelves stocked fast enough ilocal story- 
to meet the -new demand. 
This 


cereal sold like hot cakes. And the 
chief reason was the fact that the 
carton or container now had some 
interest value to the buyers. 
It 


was no longer a mirror for the 
manufacturer's vanity. 


This new viewpoint is well ap- 


preciated by progressive firms, but 
too many still are enamoured of 
their own prestige, and forget that 
the customer is only slightly en- 
amoured of them. 


I call this self-adulation of busi- 


ness and commercial organizations 
the "Narcissus Complex." in mom- 
ory of the Greek youth who fell in 
love with his own reflection in the 
water. 


The Business Narcissus * 


One manufacturer of automobiles 


recently demonstrated this Narcis- 
sus reaction by letting a salesman 
for talking movies sell him on that 
medium of advertising. So far, so 
good. 
'But the manufacturer had the 


movie depict his own biography, 
which is of negligible concern'to 
purchasers of motor cars. The ad- 
vertising venture proved a flop. 
Now the manufacturer is hostile to 
'talking movies as an advertising 
medium, not realizing that his own 
vanity was the basic cause for the 
failure. 


For over a decade we have been 


teaching the consumer survey as 
an integral part of our courses in 
the psychology of advertising and 
selling. Dr. Gallup has notably de- 
monstrated its worth in the realm 
of political attitudes and I have 
long employed it in my surveys on 
marriage and 
personality 
prob- 


lems. 


The Market Survey Method 


No business should omit at least 


an annual consumer survey, whe- 
ther it be newspaper or depart- 
ment store. A department store, 
however, has a rough check on the 
popularity of any counter or de- 
partment, by means of the cash 
registers located therein. 


A newspaper, however, needs 


intensive checking of consumer 
wishes. Many columns are now 
appearing in newspapers which 
wouldn t remain in the paper if 
there were annual reader surveys. 
And many strip comics would not 
survive a scientific consumer sur- 
vey,

Failure of Driver 
Is Chief Cause of 
Traffic Accidents 


State Official Urges Safe- 


ty Efforts in Talk to 


Neenah Rotary 


Neenah — "High speed is not the 


cause of automobile accidents but 
accidents can be traced directly to 
the faEure of the highway, the au- 
tomobEe or. the driver—especiaEy 
the latter," William F. Steuber, as- 
sistant director of safety for the 
state highway commission, told 
members of the .Neenah Rotary 
club at their Thursday noon lunch- 
eon meeting at the VaEey Inn. 


The speaker went on to point out 


that improvements have been made 
in highways and automobiles but 
that the third necessity is good 
drivers. Safety glass, steel bodies 
and four-wheel brakes have im- 
proved • automobiles but increased 
speed.has nullified those safety fac- 
tors in many accident cases. 


Wider, straighter highways have 


increased 
the 
tendency toward 


speed, the safety engineer admit- 
ted, but he also declared that any 
highway in the state is safe if the 
driver 
handles, his 
automobEe 


properly. On poor roads the driver 
is more cautious- and obeys the 
rules of safety but on the open 
highway he often discards those 
rules. . 
' 


Must Know Roles 


"Drivers must know the rules of 


the road, contained in the Wiscon- 
sin motor vehicle laws. .If you fol- 
low those rules, which were not 
made for the inconvenience, of the 
motorist, but-for the safety, of all, 
chances are you wiE be pretty safe 
from accident," the speaker stated. 
- Violation of the, physical laws of 
nature on. curves, hiEs and at night, 
often results in accidents, the 
speaker stated. • He pointed out the 
effect of centrifugal force and then 
said that modern highways are 
banked so that they wfll compen- 
sate for the outward thrust of cen- 
trifugal force at speeds of 45 to 48 
mEes an hour. At greater speeds 
the driver takes a riskl 


He also declared that an automo- 


bile has a definite turning radius 
at 25 miles an hour at which the 
wheels can be turned without dan- 
ger of turning over. Doubling the 
speed does not cut the safety point 
in the turning radius one-half but 
cuts it- to one-fourth while at 75 
mEes-an hour it is only one-ninth 
of that at 25 miles an hour.
